Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5, 8-19, 23-27, 30, and 31 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest a first shift register (or fire enable shift register) serially 
receiving a series of fire enable values and a second shift register (or data input shift 
register) serially receiving image data sub-blocks, and a third shift register (or data hold 
register) receiving image data sub-blocks in parallel from the second shift register and 
holding the data sub-blocks; and fluid ejecting elements receiving the fire enable value 
from the first shift register and the image data sub-block from the third shift register in 
combination with the remaining claim elements set forth in claims 1 and 18 and their 
dependent claims, as well as the similarly claimed method set forth in claim 27 and its 
dependent claims.
